In contrast with turkey produc- 
tion, California partly relies on 
eggs as well as: poultry meat from 
outside the state. A. very rapid 
growth has been occurring in the 
fryer industry; Tulare county now 
produces a,million or more fryers 
annually. Large single broods of 
fryers, 10 to 30 thousand on 4 
ranch at one time, combined with 
processing plants dressing thou- 
sands per hour have been respon- 
sible for much of this increase, 

As for egg production Califor- 
nia evidentally falls far short of 
meeting state needs when 35% of 
the egg receipts at Los Angeles in 
1951 were from outside the state. | 
County-wide there has been a slow 
continuous growth in egg produc- 
tion. Judging by market statis- i 
tics we will see more egg produc- 
tion in the future to meet the 
state’s ever increasing population. 
We are far from meeting our own 


Since 1941 the averdge Ameri- 
can has considerably © increased 
his consumption of poultry “and 
efes. To heip hiti do so, Tularé 
county prodvcers have increased 
theft output, This dénand for the 
poultryman’s products’ indicates 
that -the consumer appreciates 
their food value, improved quality 
and relatively low prices. 

Keeping up with this increased 
demand the industry has relied on 
improved breeding, feeding, and 
disease control. Today we see 
chickens and turkeys with meatier 
legs and breasts ard high egg pro- 
duction per hen, much of this with 
more efficient use of feed. Thus 
advances in poultry research have 
helped the poultry industry as 
well as the consumer. 

Tulare county occupies an im- 
portant position in the poultry in- 
dustry as part of the San Joaquin 
valley, a highly developed poultry 
area.

The catchable size, “put and 
take” trout planting program is 
drawing to a close for the San 
Joaquin valley. The planting of 
the Kaweah river and its forks 
and the south fork of the Kings 
river and the Kings above Trim- 
imer this week will be the end ex- 
cept in Kern county. 

The Kern River Hatchery had 
a prolonged cold water and late 
trout growth start this year so 
fish are still available and will 


be planted in the Kern river and | 
its tributaries for some time yet. , 


Summer trout season will close 
the end of October but the winter 
season for steelhead in the coastal 
area will open the following day 
and continue in most areas until 
the end of February. 

Sportsmen are beginning to ask 
questions about what happened to 
the proposed San Joaquin River 
Trout Hatchery approved by the 
wildlife board back in March 1949 
with a capital expenditure ‘appro- 


priation of $260,000 at the time 


MORE CASH NEEDED 


About the only concrete thing 
we can definitely nail down is 
that the subject matter was in- 
troduced for the second time to 
the wildlife board in May of this 
year at which time an additional 
$488,000 (total $748,000) was ap- 
propriated to defray the increased 
cost of doing business. 

We have our line of inquiry 
stretched out and it should snap 
back with some definite informa- 
tion :as to what to expect and 
when on this hatchery project. In 
the meantime about all we have 
been able to discover is that the 
usual government’ red tape has 
been binding progress. a 

We need’ that hatchery which 
will have a capacity to produce 
thousands of additional catchable 
size trout for low elevation wa- 
ter. 


UNPRECEDENT DUCK CROP
